The air is fresh and clean in the hills of Ratal in 
September, when the first rains of the season have laid the 
dust of the dry winter and washed the smoke of veld fires 
from the sky. Where liet Retief and the Voortrekkers cross¬ 
ed the range with their ox waggons seeking their promised 
land, the frosty peaks of the Drakensberg are. lit by the 
rising sun. Three thousand feet above the clinging humidity 
of the south coast a cloudless deep blue sky promises that" 
there will be no more rain until the late afternoon clouds 
appear. 

It was an hour after sunrise when two young horse¬ 
men, Hr. D. Bingham and his friend, Hr. A. Courier, were 
riding near their home town of Richmond. As they climbed a 
small hill, they noticed a speck in the sky. Hany large 
birds fly over the hills, and the friends thought they re¬ 
cognised the outline of an eagle as the speck flew towards 
them. ... 

But this object was no eagle. It rapidly came clo¬ 
ser and as its apparent size increased, its outline took 
on something of the appearance of a pickaxe head. As the 
perplexed rid.ers watched, the object silently swerved to¬ 
wards the coast and so gave them a better view of its ell¬ 
iptical shape. Afterwards, Hr. Bingham described its col¬ 
our as being metallic blue. 

Three minutes later, -and about fourty miles to the 
south-east, Hr. George Sfaelos was returning to his home at 
Umkomaas down the South Coast road. He had reached the sea¬ 
side township of Umgababa and only another five miles sep¬ 
arated him from his breakfast, when he noticed an object in 
the sky, moving out to sea, which was not a bird or an air¬ 
craft . 

Hr.' Sfaelos stepped his car and get out in order to 
have a better view of the object, as it climbed at great- 
speed and disappeared, it appeared to' have a broad black 
’’brim" and a luminous, transparent centre, through which Hr. 
Sfaelos thought he could see the blue sky, though this map- 
have been a reflection effect. It moved cleanly through the 
sky, leaving no trail of any kind. 

The two young riders and Mr. Sfaelos independently 
reported what they, had seen to the “'Hatal' Mercury 11 , the 
Durban morning newspaper, and the details were published 
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the following day, in the issue dated 27th. September, 1952. 

This particular incident seems to have escaped the 
students of U.P.O.’s so far, yet it is in many respects a

‘'key" case. The'object was definitely not identifiable as 
any of the known objects which move in our skies. It was 
elliptical or circular in shape, and either translucent or 
highly reflective. Unlike Ur, Menzel’s celebrated phenomena, 
it was capable of changing course ahruptly and of covering 
fourty miles in about three minutes, which represents an av¬ 
erage speed of about 800 m.p,h. It is possible that one per¬ 
son, or one group of persons, could have turned in a report 
on a fictitious or mistaken sighting, but here are two inde¬ 
pendent reports which dovetail perfectly. The only slight 
discrepancy is in the colour of the object, but since it was 
moving rapidly and was seen from different angles this is 
understandable. 

Also, here is one case at least where a reasonable 
estimate of speed is available, a detail which it is imposs¬ 
ible to obtain from a single sighting. 

The Union of South Africa has had a good share of 
the world’s IT.P.0, sightings of recent years, and the geo¬ 
graphically small Province of Natal seems to have been par¬ 
ticularly favoured. A. four-column article headed "Fatal a 
Happy Hunting Ground Por Plying Saucer Visitors" appeared 
in the "Natal Mercury" dated 28th. November 1956, and a 
Pinetown correspondent kindly sent a copy of this to the 
Editor of the "Record", 

The "Mercury"^ has a record of accurate and object¬ 
ive presentation of news that many better-known newspapers 
with circulations of millions would do well to study. 

’Ve learn that two Pietermaritzburg housewives, Mrs. 
M.B. Alexander and Mrs. 3.H. de Beer, saw a disc-shaped 
"saucer" on the morning of 5th. May, 1950, Mrs. Alexander 
said: "It was round and 3hiny and was travelling eastwards 
at what appeared to be a great height, Me both watched it 
for several seconds. I have never seen anything like it be¬ 
fore. " 

On the night of 9th, January, 1951, Mr. W.H. Harr¬ 
ison, of the Rand Airport, Germiston, was walking along the 
Durban beachfront. It was late and there were few people a- 
bout. Suddenly a number of orange globes "about the size of 
tennis balls" hurtled across the sky and disappeared behind 
the Bluff. Mr, Harrison, who is familiar with all the types 
of aircraft ever seen in the Union, said later that he could 
not identify the speeding globes he had watched. 

The "Saucers" must have made an intensive study of 
Natal during the month preceding 21st. September, 1954, says 
the author of the "Mercury" article. Scores of people, some 
of them Government officials, reported having seen the mys¬ 
terious objects flashing across the sky. 

Miss Helena Schoeman, an official of the Durban 
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Weather Bureau, tracked an unidentified object through a the¬ 
odolite. She had been tracking a weather balloon when a bri¬ 
ght, triangular object came into view. It was several times 
larger than the balloon and thousands of feet higher. Miss 
Schoeman called a second, official, Mr. Norman Swale, who al¬ 
so watched the thing as it manoeuvred slowly above the bal¬ 
loon. Neither could offer any explanation for it. 

And then, only', a few days later, scores of people on 
the Durban beachfront watched .in amazement as a long, shiny, 
elliptical object hovered over the Durban North radio mast. 
Eye-witnesses said the object glinted brightly in the rays 
of the sun. Some said that it was circular, but flattened, 
so that it presented a side view similar to that of a cigar. 
It was first seen about five minutes past noon and remained 
in full view for about three minutes. Hovering over the radio 
mast for a while, it then moved slowly out to sea, returned 
to its previous position and then "moved sc fast it virtual¬ 
ly just vanished". 

Mr. J.H. Page, a photographer employed by a beach 
studio, told a "Mercury" reporter that he was about to take 
a photograph of it but then decided not to because he did 
not use fine grain film and the range was toe great. 

No explanation of this sighting was offered by any 
authority. 

Eighty miles down the coast at Port Shepstone, a few 
weeks later, a strange light that moved in an oscillating 
fashion was seen by thirty Red Cross nurses attending a lec¬ 
ture. Its brilliance faded and grew several times. It was 
also seen by the doctor lecturing the class and by the Chief 
Magistrate of Port Shepstone. On the same night Mrs, Daphne 
le home, of Amanzimtoti, also on the coast but nearer Durban, 
saw a zig-zagging light in. the sky. She watched it through 
binoculars. Other witnesses of the strange visitation were a 
Durban man and a chemist of Brighton Beach, near Durban. 

Like the defence authorities in other countries, the 
South African Air Porce is very interested in flying saucers, 
and although the official attitude is that they "just don’t 
exist," every reported .sighting is carefully investigated. 
This again is in line with official policy in other parts of 
the world. • 

On the next page we reproduce part of the first page 
of a specially-prepared questionnaire which is sent to civ¬ 
ilians who claim to have seen a saucer. It is interesting to 
compare this with the questionnaire drawn up by the U.S. Air 
Porce for the same purpose. 

Only a pedant, surely, would ask how "as much inform¬ 
ation as possible" can be given about something that "just 
doesn’t exist".

ination. Yet what else can the thing which Hr, Bingham and 
Hr. Courier saw, be termed, if not a "flying saucer"? 

Perhaps Mrs. Elizabeth KLarer has the answer. 

Let us return to the foothills of the Drakensberg, 
where we met the two horsemen riding in the early morning. 

Let -us -go about forty miles, further north, to Rosetta. It 
is April,, 1S56, -and the grassy hills are dark green-. -Again 
it is early morning. Three miles away lies the farm of Mrs. 
KLarer's brother-in-law, Major J. Flower; but here, -on a 
flat-topped hill, a Venusian Scout Ship is resting on the 
ground, waiting. 

Ifrs, KLarer has risen early and walked to this hill 
in response to an impulse like the one which prompted her, 
the previous day, to cut short a seaside holiday at Durban 
and travel to Rosetta. She reaches the top of the slope, and 
there below her is the silver-grey craft - dark grey in the 
shadows, flashing like a mirror i'n the sunlight. 

Laughing with eagerness and excitement she runs to¬ 
wards the craft’, and as she approaches it a door opens and a 
tall blonde man steps out. He helps her into the ship and 
introduces her to the crew, speaking English with only t.he 
slightest trace of an accent. They invite her to return with 
them to the mother ship..... 

That is Mrs. KLarer’s story as she tells it. She has 
also taken photographs of an object which fits exactly the 
descriptions given by Hr. Bingham and Mr. Sfaelos three and 
a half years before. 

One last incident must be added to complete the story 
1 few weeks after Mrs, KLarer’s experience, Hr. and Mrs. 
Flower were returning to their farm from the town of Hooi 
River, a few miles away, when they saw a round red light on 
the mountain. They thought at first it was a fire, but it 
glowed steadily through the night, for nearly eight hours, 
disappearing at two o’clock the next morning. There was no 
smoke. Later Mrs. Flower examined the spot with binoculars, 
and found no sign of smoke or burning, only a stone outcrop. 

• Tne "Outspan" (Bloemfontein) quotes Mrs. Flower as 

saying: ". it could have been a fire.but why did it 

burn so steadily without increase or decrease.in size, and 
without smoke, for nearer eight than seven'hours?" 

There have been many other incidents in South Africa, 
most of which have been dealt with elsewhere, and it is lik¬ 
ely that we shall hear of even more U.F.O. cases from the 
Dark Continent in days to come.

"bhen I was young I haunted the mountains much, finding in the high air 
that vision became richer and do re l umin ous. I have there watched for hours shin¬ 
ing landscape and figures in endless procession, trying to discover in these some 
significance other than mere beauty. Once on the hillside T seemed to slip from 
to-day into some remote yesterday of earth. There was the same valley below me, 
but now it was deepening intd evening-and the skies were towering up through one 
blue heaven to another. There was a battle in the valley and men reeled darkly 
hither and thither. I ran ember one warrior about whoa the battle was till chest, 
for a silver star flickered above his helmet through the dusk. But this I soon 
forgot for I was impelled to look upwards, and there above me was an airship 
glittering with light. It halted above the valley while a man, greybeardsd, very 
najectic, his robes all starred and jewelled, bent over and looked down upon the 
battle. The pause was but for an instant, and then the lights flashed mere bril¬ 
liantly, some luminous mi St was jetted upon the air from many tubes below the 
boat, and it soared and passed beyond the mountain, and it was followed by an¬ 
other and yet others, all glittering with lights, and they climbed the air over 
the hill and were soon lost amid the other lights of heaven. 

It must have been a quarter of a century ago I saw this vision which I 
remember clearly because I painted the ship; and it must, I .think,, be about five 
or six years after that a second vision in the same series startled .me. I was 
again on the high places, and this time the apparition in the mystical air was so 
close that if I' could have stre'tched out a hand from this world to that I could 
have clutched the aerial voyager as it swept by me. A young man was steering the 
boat, his black hair blown back from his brows, his face pale and resolute, his 
head bent, his eyes intent on his wheel; and beside Mm sat a. woman, a roxe-col- 
oured shawl speckled with golden threads over her head, around her shoulde- 1 ^ 
across her bosom and folded arms. Her face was proud as a queen's, and I long 
remembered that face for its pride, stillness and beauty. I thought at the mom¬ 
ent it was some image in the eternal memory of civilisation more remote than 
Atlantis, and I cried out in my heart in a passion of regret for romance passed 
away from the world, not knowing that the vorld'• s great age was again returning 
and that soon we were to swim once more beneath the epic skies.' 

After that at different, tines and places I saw other such aerial wan¬ 
derers, and this I noted, that all such visions hod a character in keeping with 
each other, that they were never mixed up with modernity, that they had the pec¬ 
uliarities by which we'recognize civilisations os distinct from each other, 
,CMnese from Greek or Egyptian from Hindu. They were the stuff out of vihich 
romance is made, and if I had been a story-teller like our great Standi sh O’Grady 
I might have made without questioning a wonder tale of the air, legendary or 
futurist, but I have always had as much of the pMlosophic as the artistic int¬ 
erest in what people call imagination, and I have thought that many artists and 
peats gave to romance what .would have had an equal if not a greater interest as 
psychology. I began to ask myself where- in the three times or in what realm of 
space these sMps were launched. Was it ages ago in some actual workshop in an 
extinct -civilisation, and were these but images in the eternal memory? Or were

with what intent: Cr were they images of things yet to be in the world, begotten in 
that eternal mind where pact, present and future co-exist, and from which they stray 
into the imagination of scientist, engineer or poet to be out-realised in discovery, 
mechanism or song? 

I find it impossible to decide. Sometimes I even speculate on a world in¬ 
terpenetrating ours where another sun is glowing, and other stars are shining over 
other woods, mountains, rivers and another race of beings. And I know not what it 
should not be so. We are forced into such speculations when we become certain that 
no power in us of which we are conscious is concerned in the creation of such vision¬ 
ary fonas. If these ships were launched so marvellously upon the visionary air by 
some transcendent artisan of the spirit they must have been built for some purpose 
and for what? I was not an engineer intent on aerial flight, tut this is, I think, 
notable that at the moment of vision I seaned to myself to understand the mechanism 
of these airships, and I felt, if I could have stepped out of this century into that 
visionary barque, I could have taken the wheel and steered it confidently on to its 
destiny. I knew that the closing of a tube at one side of the bow would force the 
ship to steer in that direction, because the force jetted from the parallel tube on 
the other side, no longer balanced by an equal aaission of power, operated to bring 
about. the change. 

There is an interest in speculating about this impression of knowledge for 
it might indicate some complicity of the subconscious mind with the vision which 
startles the eye.

I have had myself no definite proof as yet 
that any vision I saw was prophetic, and only one which suggested itself as such to 
me, and this was so remarkable that I put it on reoord, because if it was prophetic 
its significance may become apparent later on,..."
